Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 15 and 18 to 26 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The method 
of making a high-strength hot rolled steel sheet and its named product as recited by the 
claims 15 and 18 to 26 is not taught or fairly suggested by the art of record. 

3. The applied reference WO/031 669 does not teach or fairly suggest the method of 
producing a high-strength hot rolled steel sheet, as recited by claims 15 and 18 to 21, 
comprising the steps of hot rolling a cast slab or cooled once, then reheated to a range 
of 1000 to 1300°C, with total reduction ratios of 25% or more at Ar3 to (Ar3 + 150)°C, 
cooling and coiling at the temperature T 0 , whereby the temperature at finishing hot- 
rolling start (TFS) and temperature at finishing hot-rolling end ( TFE), and residual 
strain A£ (calculated base on equivalent strain £i) meet the claimed equation(3), A£ > 
(TFS-TFE)/375. 

4. Moreover, WO/031669 does not teach or suggest the hot rolled steel sheet 
recited by claims 22 to 26 which exhibits r-value of 0.7 or less, anisotropy of local 
elongation AuEL is 4% or less, ALE1 is 2% or more, X-ray random intensity ratio of 
{1 00}<01 1 > is larger than {21 1 }<01 1 >, aging index Al is 8 M PA or more, iron carbide 
with diameter of 0.2 urn or more is 0.3% or less, or ferrite/bainite with 1 to 25% 
martensite; and such properties would not be expected since method of making is 
different.
